SCAM POCKETED £5m 

Father and son laundered charity money in Gift Aid receipt ruse

A FATHER and son are facing jail 
after being convicted of involve¬ 
ment in a £5m charity Gift Aid 
scam. 

John Davies, 58, pocketed vast 
sums in tax relief paid by the Gov¬ 
ernment by organising Gift Aid 
repayments through the Sompan 
Foundation and Kurbet Founda¬ 
tion, which were registered in 
Kingston. 

But many individuals said to 
have donated to the charities did 
not even exist, Southwark Crown 
Court heard. 

His son Benjamin Davies, 31, 
was also found guilty of money 
laundering while daughter Melo¬ 
dy Davies, 28, was cleared of being 
involved in the scam. 

John Davies and a fourth de¬ 
fendant Olsi Vullnetari, 38, were 
found guilty of cheating public 
revenue and money laundering be¬ 
tween June 2005 and January 2014 
after a six-week trial. 

Benjamin Davies, of Allanson 
Road, Manchester, was found 
guilty of money laundering but 
cleared of two counts of cheating 
the public revenue. 

Melody Davies hugged her 
brother as jurors returned their 
verdicts after more than 18 hours 
of deliberation. 


The court heard Sompan 
provides relief for women and 
children in poverty while the 
Kurbet Foundation focuses on the 
well-being of migrants. 

David Hughes, prosecuting, 
said: “Behind this case is the tra¬ 
dition that we have in this country 
among people, no doubt yourselves 
included, of donating to charity. 

“The Government supports 
charities by what is known as Gift 
Aid tax relief. 

“They are getting money back 
off the Government when they are 
not entitled to it. 

“Here we say what is being 
stated is ‘we have had a donation, 
please give us the Gift Aid relief. 

“This was just a complete sham. 

“For all of those there has been 
no donation, no entitlement to gift 
aid, no entitlement to any money 
from the Government.” 

Fraudulent tax repayments 
were claimed on behalf of the 
Sompan Foundation worth 
£3,294,450.43 between March 2007 
and January 2014 while the Kurbet 
Foundation received £1,743,748.20. 

Money was sent to 15 countries 
including Ireland, the US and UAE 
from the Sompan Foundation, 
with almost half the funds being 
diverted to Hungary. 

The Davies family owned a hol¬ 
iday home in Balastya, Hungary, 
where a significant part of the 


money was sent. 

John Davies claimed he bribed 
officials in order to further the 
cause of Sompan, which was set 
up to help women and children in 
poverty. 

He explained that he ordered 
Viagra and Implanon - a birth con¬ 
trol medication - from a company 
called Norco Pharmaceutical. 

Asked why he ordered Viagra, 
he said: “The Sompan needs Via¬ 
gra for the same reason it needs 
caviar. What it does is it stops the 
immigration authority coming 
around and arresting everybody 

“If you give them caviar and 
Viagra they will leave you alone.” 

Davies paid for a return flight 
for his daughter to New Zealand 
and helped her by arranging ac¬ 
commodation and by paying for 
her course and living costs. 

A £5,500 payment to Melody 
Davies had actually been paid out 
from the Sompan Foundation. 

There was also a payment of 
£10,800 for university funds that 
had been paid via credit card. 

When asked if she knew where 
the money came from Melody 
Davies replied: “I thought my dad 
paid it into there.” 

Vullnetari had been a trustee 
of the Sompan foundation from 
November 2004 until January 2008 
when Benjamin Davies became 
a trustee until he resigned in Au¬ 
gust 2012. 

He carried out some of 
the transactions by 



identity of Thomas Hamilton 
and had a fake passport. 

The real Thomas Hamilton 
was a vice-principal at a school 
in Coleraine, Northern Ire¬ 
land, and was unaware of the 
charities until he was contact¬ 
ed by investigators. 

John Davies, of Mill Road, 
Esher, Surrey, and Vullnetari, 
of Charney Avenue, Abingdon, 
Oxfordshire, were found guilty 
of two counts of cheating the 
public revenue and one of mon¬ 
ey laundering. 

Melody Davies, of Nettles 
Lane, Shrewsbury, was cleared 
of the same three charges. 

The men will be sentenced 
on May 13. 

Sanja Djeric Kane, director 
of Refugee Action Kingston, 
said: “It’s scandalous. Unfortu¬ 
nately I think that people may 
lose faith and that most unfor¬ 
tunately this is not about chari¬ 
ties who do such good work. 

“He has hid behind the name 
of a charity 

“I’m worried that something 
like this will affect a charity 
like ours. It’s terribly damag¬ 
ing that people like this man¬ 
age to get away with misusing 
public money and give us a bad 
name. It’s tragic really.” 

A Charity Commission 
spokesman said: “The use of a 
charity for fraud is a particu¬ 
larly despicable crime 
which can under¬ 
mine the pub¬ 
lic’s trust and 
, confidence in 
l charities.”

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Surbiton Wildlife Group is taking a walk on the wildside with suburb’s furry creatures and its feathered friends 

Badger spotted heading out for a ramble 
in Surbiton by hidden night-vision camera

CAMERAS set up in woods behind 
Surbiton station captured a badg¬ 
er nosing around in two separate 
sightings in the past fortnight. 

The Surbiton Wildlife Group 
used money awarded by Kingston 
Council to enhance the area near 
Oakhill, off Glenbuck Road, and de¬ 
cided to install four remote wildlife 
cameras. 

A badger sighting was reported 
to the group the weekend previous¬ 
ly, and a camera was then ready to 
capture the animal on the night of 
April 2. 

Stephanie Clark, vice- chairman, 
said: “We caught the badger coming 
out of there so what we think is that 
there’s a sett and they are using the 
forest to forage for food. 

“It just highlights the importance 


of these patches of green space. 

“It’s important that these spaces 
are protected and these spaces are 
preserved for animals’ enjoyment 
as well as ours.” 

A camera was set up facing the 
sett and caught a badger, which Sur¬ 
biton Wildlife Group is confident is 
the same badger as in the first set 
of footage, leaving the sett at 9.30pm 
on April 9, and returning to it hours 
later at about 5am the following 
morning. 

The end of the footage released 
by the wildlife group also captured 
a jay gathering badger fur to use as 
nesting material. 

Other animals captured by the 
cameras include hedgehogs, foxes, 
squirrels and wood mice. 

The cameras were originally 
used to track hedgehogs in various 
gardens in Surbiton. 

Surbiton Wildlife Group was set 
up in May 2015 by Tom Hooker. He 
said: “The group has just entered 


its second year and we have lots 
planned. 

“Aside from continuing to main¬ 
tain and enhance Claremont Cres¬ 
cent Gardens we are also keen to 
get involved with other areas such 
as ‘the wood’ and also find ways to 
engage and educate local residents. 

“Gardens form a massive per¬ 
centage of green space so we can 
all make a big difference by doing 


small things in our gardens, such as 
creating hedgehog tunnels to allow 
them to roam.” 

Surbiton Wildlife Group were 
asked to manage the preservation 
of The Wood, near Oakhill, and put 
in the cameras to see what wildlife 
currently lives in the area. 

A portion of the wooded area is 
fenced off to include the Richard 
Jefferies bird sanctuary 


Lime Tree Primary School is set 
to help the group install two hedge¬ 
hog houses in the area on April 14. 

Surbiton Wildlife Group has pro¬ 
jects to revitalise Claremont Gar¬ 
dens and to make a count of the 
local wildlife all ongoing, among 
others. Clean-up and flower-plant¬ 
ing operations attracted dozens of 
volunteers and it has grown to in¬ 
clude about 200 members.

Video viewed 1.5m times shows enforcement officers trying to fine a man 


Controversial litter police’ 
comes under fire yet again

KINGSTON’S controversial 
Titter police’ have come un¬ 
der fire again after a video 
of them attempting to fine a 
man for dropping a cigarette 
butt in the town centre went 
viral. 

Kingston Council award¬ 
ed a ‘self-funding’ contract 
in June last year to service 
provider NSL Limited, whose 
workers hand out on-the-spot 
fines for littering and dog 
fouling. 

Figures obtained by the 
Kingston Guardian showed 
of the 1,605 fines issued since 
the scheme started, 1,507 
were for dropping cigarette 
butts, 78 were handed out for 
spitting, 19 were for general 
and food waste, and just one 
was for dog fouling. 

Samuel William’s ‘Con¬ 
fronting Plastic Authori¬ 
ty’ video has been viewed 
around 1.5 million times on 
Facebook. The video, posted 
earlier this month, shows 
Mr William confronting two

litter enforcement officers as 
they stop a man who dropped 
a cigarette butt in Clarence 
Street. 

He said: “These people 
parade themselves like they 
work for the council but they 
are a private company. 

“What they fail to tell you 
is that you have the right to 
remain silent.” 

One of the officers is then 
filmed saying “you have no 
right to ask me for my ID” 
and “you do not have the 
right to remain silent.” 


The man then picks up the 
cigarette butt and puts it in 
the bin but the officers say 
they still have to fine him. 

When he refuses, they fol¬ 
low him around the town cen¬ 
tre while Mr William films 
and eventually the police 
intervene when the group 
reach Eden Walk. 

Last June the officers were 
criticised for marching a 
man out of Banquet Records 
after he dropped a cigarette 
butt outside the shop. 

Liberal Democrat coun¬ 


cillor and Banquet Records 
owner Jon Tolley condemned 
littering but added: “I’ve al¬ 
ways had a problem with 
what the litter police are up 
to. It generates very little 
cash for the council, but quite 
a bit for the private firm that 
runs the service.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“We embarked on a cam¬ 
paign to clean up the bor¬ 
ough, awarding NSL Ltd the 
contract to enforce fines for 
dropping litter and dog foul¬ 
ing on pavements and other 
public places. 

“The funding of the 
scheme comes directly from 
the fines rather than from the 
council’s budget.” 

An NSL spokesman said 
the service is delivered for 
the council, adding: “NSL Ltd 
is issuing penalty charge no¬ 
tices to offenders in accord¬ 
ance with the Environmen¬ 
tal Protection Act 1990, the 
Anti-social Behaviour, Crime 
and Policing Act 2014 and the 
Clean Neighbourhoods and 
Environment Act 2005.” 

Last year the council said 
cleaning up litter and dog 
mess cost it £2m per year. 


PLAN AMENDED: Plans to 
rebuild Kingston town centre’s 
shopping district and build 380 
homes have been amended 
and resubmitted to Kingston 
Council. Developer British Land 
was due to present its plans to 
demolish the Eden Walk shop¬ 
ping centre and replace it with 
an 18,000 sq m retail complex 
last month, but pulled out of the 
development control committee 
meeting at the 11th hour. To 
view the amended plans visit 
kingston.gov.uk. 

DRIVER BANNED: A drink-driver 
who lives in a private Coombe 
Hill road has been fined £3,000 
and banned from the road for 
28 months. Howe Chegne, 55, 
was caught on the A3 while 
nearly three times over the limit. 
Chegne, of Corkran House, Golf 
Club Drive - which, according 
to rightmove.co.uk, sold for £1.7 
million in 2012 - was also or¬ 
dered to pay £385 in fees after 
he admitted guilt at Wimbledon 
Magistrates’ Court on Wednes¬ 
day, March 30.

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New report warns of flood risks 


Mum-of-seven almost halves her body weight in two years 


A GROUP of environmentalists has 
warned Kingston Council that the in¬ 
creasing number of developments and 
the destruction of natural landscapes 
in the borough are putting residents in 
danger of “devastating floods”. 

The Kingston Environment Centre 
and Kingston Environment Forum unit¬ 
ed to issue the warning after publishing 
a report into flood risks, which found 
“mismatches” with the council’s devel¬ 
opment policy and prevention measures. 

The report called on the council to 
hire a landscape architect to counteract 
urban development and criticised the 
felling of flood plain land near the Hog- 
smill River. 

Marilyn Mason, chairman of the 
Kingston Environment Forum, said: 
“We have seen how devastating flooding 
can be elsewhere in the UK. We want to 
see Kingston adequately protected. Ex¬ 


cess water must go somewhere, but pref¬ 
erably not into homes and businesses.” 

The Environment Agency said that 
the organisation would review the re¬ 
port and work with Kingston Council 
and the report’s authors to discuss the 
borough’s flood risk. A Kingston Coun¬ 
cil spokeswoman said: “Kingston’s 
flood risk management strategy is up 
to date and has been made available on 
the council’s website since approval 
in December 2015. Flood risk manage¬ 
ment is taken into account on all major 
planning applications, ensuring that 
developments meet and where possible 
improve on national, regional and local 
standards.” 

The warning comes after the Land¬ 
scape Institute, a group of about 6,500 
architects, urged a “transformative new 
approach” to developing on green belt 
land.

A SURBITON mum of seven has 
lost almost half her body weight 
in less than two years after swap¬ 
ping chocolate bars and chips 
for knitting for her children. 

Dena Harrison tipped the 
scales at almost 22 stone in Feb¬ 
ruary 2014 when she started to 
get pains and pins and needles 
in her arms. 

It was then the 42-year-old full¬ 
time carer realised if she did not 
do something about her weight 
she would not be around to see 
her daughter and six sons, aged 
between two and 24, grow up. 

She said: “I was just looking at 
my children and I realised I was 
killing myself. It was a sudden 
realisation and I just couldn’t 
choose to do that. 


“I was eating crisps and choc¬ 
olate because I was bored. I 
knew I had to do something.” 

Mrs Harrison joined Surb¬ 
iton Slimming World and lost 
a massive 91bs in just her first 
week after she stopped gorging 
on crisps, chocolate and chips 
in the evening - and started 
knitting. 

In just 14 months she was 
down to about list - but put on 
a bit of weight after a bereave¬ 
ment - and now weighs list 81bs, 
which is less than a stone away 
from her target weight of lOst 
11.51bs. 

She said: “I put on a little bit 
towards the end but now I’m 
back on track. 

“I was eating the wrong foods 
and always saying it was be¬ 
cause I didn’t have any time to 
prepare meals, but I realise now 
I was just being lazy 

“I would have chips with 


everything and all my food was 
ready meals and snacks. 

“Now I make everything from 
scratch and I do not snack in the 
day - except for a Curly Wurly 
after the kids have gone to bed. 

“When I started eating less I 
realised how much more energy 
I had and that spurred me on. 
Now I walk about six miles a day 
and the school runs have defi¬ 
nitely helped get me in shape. 

“My target is to lose exactly 
half my body weight.” 

Mrs Harrison’s mum Geral¬ 
dine Gellard joined Slimming 
World with her daughter and 
has lost five stone so far. Now 
husband Darren, 48, has just 
started as a member. 

Mrs Harrison said: “My 
daughter Kiara, nine, comes to 
the Slimming World meetings 
with me. 

“We are definitely healthier as 
a family” 


Hospice in training

Now all dogs must 
be microchipped

HUNDREDS of thou¬ 
sands of dog owners 
risk never being reu¬ 
nited with missing pets 
and face a £500 fine if 
they do not microchip 
their dogs after a new 
law made the practice 
compulsory. 

As of April 6, all dogs 
in England, Scotland 
and Wales are now le¬ 
gally required to have 
been chipped by the 
time they are eight 
weeks old. 

Battersea Dogs and 
Cats Home said that

Of 1,154 dogs 
scanned for its survey 
the other 80 per cent ei¬ 
ther had no microchip, 
were linked to inac¬ 
curate information or 
had out-of-date chips. 

Claire Horton, Bat¬ 
tersea’s chief execu¬ 
tive, said: “It can really 
help in re-uniting lost 
dogs with their owners. 

“But there’s a long 
way to go to make sure 
the nation’s dog own¬ 
ers know they must get 
their dog chipped and 
keep their details up to 
date.”

'Cat murderer’ said 
to have hit Kingston

A SERIAL cat killer is feared 
to have struck in Kingston. 

Lulu was found decapitat¬ 
ed outside her home in the 
KT2 area of Kingston near 
Ham at about 7am last Satur¬ 
day morning. 

The 18-year-old pet is be¬ 
lieved by some to be the lat¬ 
est victim of the Croydon cat 
killer, also known as the M25 
cat killer, who is alleged to 
have murdered and beheaded 
cats across the capital. 

The sick killer is thought 
to run cats over in a vehicle 
before removing their tails 
and heads and leaving them 
‘placed’ outside their homes. 

Boudicca Rising, from 
South Norwood Animal Res¬ 
cue and Liberty (SNARL), 
went to pick up Lulu’s body 
on Sunday. The group is 
working with police and the 
RSPCA to forensically test 
the bodies. 

She said: “This looks like 
another victim. There are 
certain markers that we look 
for, such as positioning of the

body and the kind of injuries. 
Every one was ticked with 
poor Lulu. 

“I think everything is 
pointing to this being one 
person. Whoever is doing this 
is clearly aware of CCTV and 
most of the victims are in 
residential areas.” 

An RSPCA expert has ex¬ 
amined 19 bodies so far and 
confirmed the deaths appear 
to be linked. 

But it is thought the killer 
has targeted many more pets 
with similar killings dating 
back as far as 2008. 

Ms Rising added that 
SNARL was hearing of 


“about two cases a week” 
since the cat killer cases 
starting being publicised. 

Lulu’s owners said in a 
statement: “She was much 
loved and a member of our 
family. We are all very upset 
at what happened.” 

An RSPCA spokeswoman 
said: “To date 19 bodies exam¬ 
ined by the experts have been 
confirmed as being linked. 
These bodies were found in 
areas all over London. 

“We take all reports of an¬ 
imal cruelty very seriously. 
A dedicated team is continu¬ 
ing to work closely with the 
police and looking into all 
evidence given to us to see 
if there is deliberate cruelty 
involved. 

“We are particularly keen 
to be called if and when a cat 
is found dead in suspicious 
circumstances.” 

Animal rights campaign 
group PETA is offering a 
£5,000 reward for informa¬ 
tion leading to the capture of 
the killer.

MP calling on government to ensure there are no loopholes in new law 

Campaign after living wage 
leaves workers worse off’

MP Siobhain McDonagh has 
urged the Government to 
ensure workers do not lose 
out after B&Q announced it 
would cut staff benefits to 
pay the national living wage. 

The living wage, which 
came into effect on April 1, is 
a flagship policy for chancel¬ 
lor George Osborne that says 
all workers over 25 must be 
paid at least £7.20 an hour. 

But some bigger compa¬ 
nies, such as B&Q, have been 
accused of reducing pay 
elsewhere in order to fund it. 

Mitcham and Morden MP 
Ms McDonagh has filed an 
Early Day Motion calling on 
Mr Osborne to ensure that 
workers’ pay and jobs are 
protected. She said a friend 
who works at B&Q told her 
they would be £2,600 a year 
worse off on the living wage. 

B&Q has said it will pay 
staff at least £7.66 an hour. 
To do that it will cut time- 
and-a-half pay for working

on a Sunday, reduce bank 
holiday double-time to time- 
and-a-half, cut down on 
extra pay for workers who 
live in London, and remove 
summer and winter bonuses 
that equate to six per cent 
of employees’ annual salary. 
But the company insisted its 
reward package “remains 
one of the best in retail”. 

Ms McDonagh said: “It 
seems incredibly unfair. A 
lot of people are being af¬ 
fected in this way. Lots of 
companies are doing the 
same thing. For these peo¬ 


ple who work hard, and who 
don’t ask for anything but to 
work hard and try and earn 
a living, we are hoping to get 
them a decent wage. If there 
are loopholes, I want the 
Government to close them.” 

A petition started on 
change.org by an anony¬ 
mous B&Q employee has so 
far gathered almost 135,000 
signatures. 

A B&Q spokesman said it 
will retain a number of ben¬ 
efits including performance 
bonuses, a pension with a 
14 per cent employer con¬ 


tribution and a ShareSave 
scheme, and that the compa¬ 
ny will gather feedback on 
the decision before April 1, 
2017. 

She said: “This has been 
a difficult decision and our 
aim has always been to re¬ 
ward all of our people fairly 
so employees doing the same 
job receive the same pay 

“For a long time, some 
had been paid different al¬ 
lowances and that couldn’t 
continue. No one’s base pay 
is being reduced at all, and 
we are paying compensation 
so no one’s bonus or benefits 
will be reduced in the first 12 
months. 

“We are committed to be¬ 
ing an employer of choice, 
to providing colleagues with 
lots of opportunities to grow 
their careers, to rewarding 
colleagues when things are 
going well and to offering a 
consistent, fair and competi¬ 
tive salary on all levels. This 
year, we will be paying more 
than we did last year.”

Kingston’s LGBT community is devastated by closure news 

'Last gay bar in south 
west London’ to close

KINGSTON”S lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual and transgender (LGBT) 
community is in mourning after 
the ‘last gay bar in south-west 
London’ announced it will close 
in three weeks’ time. 

Thirty-year stalwart The 
Richmond Arms, in Princes 
Street, will close its doors on 
Saturday, April 23, after the com¬ 
pany which owns it went into ad¬ 
ministration. 

Last Friday staff announced 
the closure on Facebook, de¬ 
scribing the pub as ‘somewhere 
different and safe’ for the LGBT 
community. They said: “This 
place is so close to many of us, 
we have laughed and cried here 
together for over 30 years. We 
have all put our hearts and souls 
into here on more than one occa¬ 
sion and made it somewhere dif¬ 
ferent and safe to come that will 
never be forgotten.” 

The Richmond Arms was 
known as the last gay bar in 
south west London, with the 
nearest south of the river locat-

ed in Clapham High Street. 

Manager David Langstaff, 
who lives above the pub, said the 
closure jeopardises Richmond’s 
reputation as LGBT-friendly 

Mr Langstaff, 29, said: “At one 
point there were three gay pubs 
in Richmond and now there 
won’t be any It’s been such a spe¬ 
cial place for all of us - lots of 
people have met partners here. 


Everyone knows everyone and 
it’s like a family” 

There are currently more 
than 140 comments on the post 
as regulars offered tributes to 
the pub. 

Sam Duckett wrote: “This is 
heartbreaking! Thank you to 
everyone at the Richmond Arms 
that accepted me and helped 
me become who I am today. My 
hearts go out to all of you, espe¬ 
cially the owners and staff!” 

Another user wrote: “This 
place was a joy to work in, the 
staff and the sense of communi¬ 
ty among the regulars was cohe¬ 
sion on all levels. To all that have 
been a part of this special place, 
much love on this sad day” 

The Kingston LGBT Forum is 
holding a social event at the pub 
on its last opening day. 

A statement in the group’s 
April newsletter read: “Our 
closest LGBT venue is to close 
permanently at the end of the 
month. The Kingston LGBT Fo¬ 
rum is obviously deeply shocked 
by this announcement and will 
do everything in our power, 
along with our partners in the 
Richmond LGBT Forum, to at¬ 
tempt to keep the venue open.”

X Factor winner Ben Haenow 
is heading home for a gig 
at a venue where childhood 
memories were made.

The white table cloths are gone, 
there's a new head chef in the 
kitchen and its sommelier has 
left for pastures new, writes 
Chris Caulfield. 

Does this mean the Gordon 
Ramsay-owned outpost London 
House can still deliver the goods 
when it comes to being the sort 
of local restaurant Battersea 
Square deserves or is it a case of 
one change too many? 

A watercress infused gin 
(£9.50) got the ball rolling. The 
menu, now designed by Ramsay 
look-a-like George Lyon is simpler 
than before. 

We had a pigs head cro¬ 
quette (£8) that was light and 
crispy with a wallop of deep 
flavoured pork. Also rewarding 
the palette, was a Venison scotch 
egg (£4.50). 

Braised beef (£20) had been 
cooked so slowly it achieves that 
wonderful texture where the 
meat breaks down to its fibres. 


The red-wine reduction adding, 
as all sauces should, to its deep 
flavour. A hit and the dish of the 
day. 

The grilled lemon sole would 
have been a star as well if it 
was judged purely on looks 
and taste. Roasted on the bone 
and served with brown but¬ 
ter, shrimp and samphire, it 
had all the ingredients for success 
but eating it was a very serious 
endeavour. 

The bones on the 
edges could have been 
removed because they got into 
almost every mouthful. 

Finally came pear tart, mas- 
carpone (£8). Ramsay's tarte 
tatin at his three-star flagship is 
legendary so the chance to eat 
one of his stable's fruit pies was 
not to be passed. 

While it may not bump the ap¬ 
ple pud from the menu of Restau¬ 
rant Gordon Ramsay, it certainly 
ended things on a high.
